Case Goes to Jury 

The case was given to the jury at 
a quarter to six and the cpurt then 
adjourned until 8:30. The entire 
afternoon sitting was taken up with 
the addresses of the counsel and 
Mr, Justice Ives. The crown counsel 
spoke for an hour and McKinley 
Cameron occupied almost two hours 
while the judge took about thirty 
minutes in his charge to the juors. 
Both counsel were commended by 
the court for their fairness in the 
handling of the case and the mini- 
mum of friction that has occurred in 
the five days’ hearing. 

A. L. Smith, K.C., in his address 
first directed the jury that it was 
their duty to disregard the high 
position which had been occupied 
by the accused, and also to regard 
him as an innocent man unless they 
were convinced that he was guilty 
beyond a reasonable doubt. This 
expression would doubtless be ex- 
The case should be approached with 
plained by his lordship in his charge.

Action of the General Medical 
| Council of Great Britain in striking 
| two practitioners off the register on 
| the charge of “infamous conduct,” 

has started a controversy which has 

| found its way into Parliament, and

| have the effect of shattering cherish- 
ed traditions of professional 
etiquette and procedure.

Has 
the General Medical Council ceased 
to be able to discriminate between 
professional and public interests?”

press whenever they feel that it is 
in the public interest so to do, 

The General Medical Council takes 
the position that the lifting of the 
ban on advertising would provide 
quacks with a golden opportunity to 
exploit a gullible public; people are, 
they say, lamentably credulous in 
matters pertaining to health. This 
is true; people are credulous be- 
cause, they are ignorant, and there 
is no other branch of knowledge so 
resolutely preserved in the shades 
of mystery as is medical science. 

The only way by which mankind 
can be guarded against quackery in 
religion, politics, economics, as well 
as in medicine, is the widest pos- 


_ sible diffusion of knowledge, and the 


press offers the best medium for 
this purpose. 


POISONS AND FEAR 


Swedish scientists have  deter- 
mined, says a cable despatch, that a 
patient can be placed under hypnosis 
and given certain suggestions after 
which ordinarily potent poisons will 
have no effect on him. 

This proves that the mind, proper- 
ly attuned, can actually repel the 
destructive effects of physical poi- 
sons, 

A wide use of this scientific prin- 
ciple will eradicate about 50 per 
cent of the ailments from this earth. 

The most destructive poison that 
ever enters the human mind is fear 

Even in the case of infectious 
diseases, fear plays a very noxious 
part. For instance, a certain num- 
ber of typhoid germs may not kill a 
man. But the same number of 
typhoid germs, plus fear, probably 
will kill him. 

It is in the case of neurotic 
diseases, however, that the new 
principle has widest application. 

The conscious mind functions as 
a sort of strainer for the subcon- 
scious mind. Some suggestion is 
thrown into the brain. If the con- 
scious mind is functioning normally, 
that suggestion is weighed and 


judged by reason before it settles | 


into the intellect. ‘ | 
In the case of the neurotic or 
neurasthenic, the conscious mind 


has temporarily lost its ability to 
judge these suggestions. It does 
not regard life from a normal angle. 
Therefore all sorts of wild notions 
pass on into the mind. 

A suggestion, for instance, comes 

to the patient that he has _ heart 
disease, that he is going to faint, 
that he is going insane, The 
neurasthenie mind, incapable of 
realizing that these suggestions are 
manifestly absurd, allows+them to 
pass on into the brain cells. And 
then these fearful obsessions _ be- 
come a hideous part of the patient’s 
life. He is the victim of fear. 
- If hypnosis or suggestion, which 
is simply applied psychology, can 
render a man immune to actual phy- 
sical poisons, applied phychology can 
render a man immune to the great- 
est poison of all—fear.
